Obama urges nervous Dems 
to fight for his agenda

TAMPA, Florida (AP) — President Barack Obama voiced 
determination Thursday to change the tone of Washington 
politics and urged Republicans to get “off the sidelines” and 
help fix health care and other problems. 

Stopping on his way out of a town hall meeting in Tampa, 
Florida, Obama hammered again on his State of the Union 
message — insisting that voters and politicians needed to “start 
thinking of each other as Americans first.” 

Obama and Vice President Joe Biden were in Florida to 
announce $8 billion in federal grants for high-speed rail 
projects nationwide — part of his push to combine spending on 
infrastructure with job creation. 

Obama also used his first State of the Union speech Wednesday 
to push nervous Democrats to forge ahead on health care, 
despite voters’ worries and opposition from newly strengthened 
Republicans.

the crowd at the University 
of Tampa. “We’re all 
Americans. We all should 


anticipate that the other 
person, even if they disagree 
with us, has the best of 
intentions. We don’t have to 
call them names. We don’t 
have to demonize them.” 



Hanging over the Obama 
agenda and wobbly support 
among Democrats were 
fears fueled by events such 
as last week’s unexpected 
Republican victory in the 
Massachusetts Senate race. 
That setback may have 
cost Democrats their super- 
majority in the Senate, 
which gave them the 
power to block Republican 
maneuvers. But Obama 
said, “We still have the 
largest majority in decades, 
and the people expect us to 
solve some problems, not 
run for the hills.” 

He accepted partial blame 
for the deep troubles facing 
his health care push, but 
he implored lawmakers to 
finish the task rather than 
yield to public opposition. 
“The longer it was debated, 
the more skeptical people 
became,” Obama told the 
joint session of Congress 
and a nationwide TV 
audience. But health care 
problems will continue for 
millions, he said, and “I will 
not walk away from these 
Americans, and neither 
should the people in this 
chamber.” 

House and Senate 
Democratic leaders are 
scrambling to see if they 
can salvage the ambitious 


health care package, 
which Republicans almost 
universally oppose. Obama 
offered no new strategies 
for overcoming the steep 
parliamentary and political 
hurdles they face. 

The president devoted 
most of his speech to job- 
creation proposals, such as 
eliminating capital gains 
taxes on small business 
investment and extending 
tax breaks for businesses 
to invest in new plants 
and equipment. But 
those proposals also face 
uncertainty in Congress, 
where Senate Democrats say 
they may need a selective, 
piecemeal approach 

to win enough votes. 
Republicans have so 
far not been impressed. 
“We had hoped to hear a 
new commitment to keep 
his promises to govern from 
the center, change the tone in 
Washington, and work with 
both parties in a bipartisan 
way to help small businesses 
create jobs and get our 
economy moving again,” 
said House Republican 
Leader John Boehner of 
Ohio. “Unfortunately, the 
president and the Democrats 
in charge of Congress 
still aren’t listening to

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Officials voice opposition 
to 9/11 terror trials in NYC

NEW YORK - Opposition to the 
government’s plans to hold the Sept. 11 
terrorist trial in New York City intensified 
Thursday, one day after Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg revealed he had changed his 
mind and now hoped the trial would be 
held elsewhere. 

Rep. Peter King, R-N.Y., said he has 
introduced a bill that would prohibit the 
use of Justice Department funds to try 
Guantanamo detainees in federal civilian 
courts. Hours later, New York Gov. David 
Paterson said he wants discussion with 
federal officials on the issue of venue. 

Last month, the Obama administration 
announced that professed Sept. 11 
mastermind Khalid Sheikh Mohammed 
and four others would be tried in federal 
court in lower Manhattan. 

The New York congressman called it 
“one of the worst decisions ever made by 
any president,” and said terrorist suspects 
should be tried by military commissions. 
Bloomberg said he called Attorney General 
Eric Holder on Thursday to lobby for 
moving the trial outside lower Manhattan. 
They spoke Thursday afternoon; both sides 
declined to comment afterward. 

Bloomberg initially supported the 
Manhattan trial decision, declaring: “It is 
fitting that 9/11 suspects face justice near 
the World Trade Center site, where so many 
New Yorkers were murdered.” 

But the mayor this week reversed from 
what he said in November, when the Obama 
administration announced its plans. 

“There are places that would be less 
expensive for the taxpayers and less 
disruptive for New York City,” Bloomberg 
said Thursday. 


In addition, six senators on Tuesday wrote 
to Holder and urged him to abandon the 
idea. 

The letter read, in part, “You will be 
providing them one of the most visible 
platforms in the world to exalt their past 
acts and to rally others in support of further 
terrorism.” 

It was signed by Senators Joseph I. 
Lieberman, independent of Connecticut; 
John McCain, Republican of Arizona; 
Blanche L. Lincoln, Democrat of Arkansas; 
Susan M. Collins, Republican of Maine; Jim 
Webb, Democrat of Virginia; and Lindsey 
Graham, Republican of South Carolina. 
Paterson said that although he’s certain 
New York City will be safe, he thinks there 
should be a discussion with federal officials 
over whether to move the trial. 

“I think that everyone should know 
that I think the federal government, law 
enforcement and military are very capable 
and I’m sure that they will keep New York 
safe during that period of time,” Paterson 
said on ABC-TV’s “The View.” 

But “we still have other challenges. It’s 
going to cost an immense amount of 
money, it’s going to tie up traffic, it’s going 
to destroy the economic development 
that’s been recovered in lower Manhattan,” 
Paterson said. 

“Every time there is a loud noise during 
the two years of those trials it’s going to 
frighten people, and I think New Yorkers 
have been through enough.” 

“We were the epicenter of the attack on 
this country on Sept. 11, and in my opinion 
maybe we all need to sit down and see 
if there isn’t another venue that would 
enhance the public safety of that area, which 
went through probably the worst attack this

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Embattled Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke 
won confirmation for a 
second term Thursday, but 
only by the closest vote ever 
for the crucial post and after 
withering criticism from U.S. 
lawmakers for bailing out Wall 
Street while other Americans 
suffered in recession. 

The Senate confirmed 
Bernanke for a new four- 
year term by a 70-30 vote, 
a seemingly solid majority 
but 14 votes worse than the 
closest previous vote for a Fed 
chairman. 

The Senate battle over 
Bernanke’s confirmation 


has been a test of central 
bank independence, a crucial 
element if the Fed is to carry out 
unpopular but economically 
essential policies. 

Its decisions on interest 
rates can have immense 
consequences, from the 
success or failure of the largest 
companies to the typical 
home-buyer’s ability to get an 
affordable loan to the price of 
cereal at the grocery store or 
gas at the comer station. 
Created by Congress in 
1913 after a series of bank 
panics, the Federal Reserve 
is an independent agency, 
supposedly outside politics, 
but its chairman is typically 
assailed by lawmakers and 
others when the economy falls 
and jobless ranks lengthen. 


“Bernanke fiddled while 
our markets burned,” huffed 
Richard Shelby, the top 
Republican on the Senate 
Banking Committee, during 
Thursday’s debate. “Ben 


Bernanke’s Federal Reserve 
played a key role in setting the 
stage for the financial crisis.” 
Shelby and other opponents 
blame Bernanke for failing to 
spot problems leading up to the 
crisis, for lax bank regulation 
and for not cracking down 
on dubious home mortgage 
practices. All those missteps 
contributed to the recession, 
they contend. 

But supporters see it far 
differently. 

“The chairmanship of Ben 
Bernanke has in no small 
measure made it possible 
for this nation to avoid a 
catastrophe,” said Senate 
Banking Committee Sen. 
Christopher Dodd, a 
Democrat. 

Supporter Chuck Schumer, 
a Democrat, worried that the 
bitter fight over the nomination 
would send “the message that 
the Federal Reserve and its 
monetary policy decisions are 
under the thumb of Congress. 
Businesses will be faced with 
the prospect that the Fed 
might not be able to do what’s 
necessary for the economy 
because of pressure from 
Congress.” 

The vote on his confirmation 
came at nearly the last possible 
moment—Bernanke’s current 
term expires Sunday. 

The confirmation vote 
was preceded by a critical 
preliminary ballot to block 
delaying tactics by opponents. 
He needed 60 votes rather 
than a simple majority and got 
77, to 23 against. The closest 
previous final confirmation 
vote for a Fed chairman was 
84-16 for Paul Volcker’s 
second term in 1983 following

another severe recession. 

After Thursday’s vote, 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner said, “The Senate 
did the right thing. Chairman 
Bernanke will continue to 
play a vitally important 
role in guiding the nation’s 
economy.” 

First appointed by President 
George W. Bush and then 
re-nominated by President 
Barack Obama, Bernanke 
found himself without a broad 
partisan constituency in the 
Senate. 

“Although the Fed can print 
money, it can’t print political 
capital,” said Karen Shaw 
Petrou, managing partner at 
Federal Financial Analytics, 
a consulting firm that advises 
financial institutions. 

Bernanke’s role in bailing 
out Wall Street has angered 
many Americans, who are 
still struggling under double¬ 
digit unemployment, stagnant 
paychecks, cracked nest eggs 
and record home foreclosures. 
In an election year in which 
the economy’s health is still 
precarious, senators were 
hearing those complaints loud 
and clear. 

“A vote for Ben Bernanke is 
a vote for bailouts,” said Sen. 
Jim Bunning, a Republican 
and a longtime critic. 
Bernanke has especially upset 
lawmakers with his support 
of a $182 billion rescue of 
insurance giant American 
International Group Inc. Hefty 
bonuses to AIG executives and 
billions in payments to AIG’s 
Wall Street partners added to 
the outrage. Criticism mounted 
as unemployment rocketed to 
10 percent. □

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Reclusive ‘Catcher in the Rye’ 
author J.D. Salinger dies 



Lennon, citing Salinger’s 
novel as an inspiration and 
stating that “this extraordinary 
book holds many answers.” 
A few months later, a copy 
of “Catcher” was found in 
the hotel room of John David 
Hinckley after he attempted to 


assassinate President Reagan. 
By the 21st century, Holden 
himself seemed relatively 
mild, but Salinger’s book 
remained a standard in school 
curriculums and was discussed 
on countless Web sites and a 
fan page on Facebook.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — J.D. 
Salinger, the legendary author, 
youth hero and fugitive from 
fame whose “The Catcher in 
the Rye” shocked and inspired 
a world he increasingly 
shunned, has died. He was 91. 
Salinger died of natural causes 
at his home on Wednesday, 
the author’s son, actor Matt 
Salinger, said in a statement 
from Salinger’s longtime 
literary representative, Harold 
Ober Associates, Inc. He had 
lived for decades in self- 
imposed isolation in a small, 
remote house in Cornish, New 
Hampshire. 

“The Catcher in the Rye,” 
with its immortal teenage 
protagonist, the twisted, 
rebellious Holden Caulfield, 
came out in 1951, a time of 
anxious, Cold War conformity 
and the dawn of modem 
adolescence. The Book-of- 
the-Month Club, which made 
“Catcher” a featured selection, 
advised that for “anyone who 
has ever brought up a son” 
the novel will be “a source 
of wonder and delight — and 
concern.” 

Enraged by all the “phonies” 
who make “me so depressed 
I go crazy,” Holden soon 
became American literature’s 
most famous anti-hero since 
Huckleberry Finn. The novel’s 
sales are astonishing — more 


than 60 million copies 
worldwide — and its impact 
incalculable. Decades after 
publication, the book remains 
a defining expression of that 
most American of dreams: to 
never grow up. 

Salinger was writing for 
adults, but teenagers from 
all over identified with the 
novel’s themes of alienation, 
innocence and fantasy, not to 
mention the luck of having the 
last word. “Catcher” presents 
the world as an ever-so-unfair 
stmggle between the goodness 
of young people and the 
corruption of elders, a message 
that only intensified with the 
oncoming generation gap. 
Novels from Evan Hunter’s 
“The Blackboard Jungle” to 
Curtis Sittenfeld’s “Prep,” 
movies from “Rebel Without 
a Cause” to “The Breakfast 
Club,” and countless rock ‘n’ 
roll songs echoed Salinger’s 
message of kids under siege. 
One of the great anti-heroes of 
the 1960s, Benjamin Braddock 
of “The Graduate,” was but a 
blander version of Salinger’s 
narrator. “’Catcher in the Rye’ 
made a very powerful and 
surprising impression on me,” 
said Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novelist Michael Chabon, who 
read the book, as so many did, 
when he was in middle school. 
“Part of it was the fact that our 
seventh grade teacher was 
actually letting us read such

a book. But mostly it was 
because ‘Catcher’ had such 
a recognizable authenticity 
in the voice that even in 
1977 or so, when I read it, 
felt surprising and rare in 
literature.” 

“Many readers were created 
by ‘The Catcher in The Rye,’ 
and many writers, too,” said 
“Everything Is Illuminated” 
novelist Jonathan Safran 
Foer. “He and his characters 
embodied a kind of American 
resistance that has been sorely 
missed these last few years, 
and will now be missed even 
more.” 

The cult of “Catcher” turned 
tragic in December 1980 when 
crazed Beatles fan Mark David 
Chapman shot and killed John

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Clinton, other foreign leaders question Nigeria

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton and European leaders 
urged Nigeria’s government 
Thursday to adhere to the young 
democracy’s constitution as it 


faces a “period of uncertainty” 
in the long absence of its ill 
president. 

That message came as a former 
military dictator and a civilian 
president joined the growing 
number of elites in Nigeria 
calling on President Umaru 
Yar’Adua to cede power to the 
nation’s vice president. 

In an open letter, Clinton 
and the other leaders offered 
their first comments on the 
growing crisis affecting the 
West African nation. President 
Umaru Yar’Adua left Nigeria 
in late November to receive 
medical care at a Saudi 
Arabian hospital without 
ceding power to the nation’s 
vice president, effectively 
grinding government in the 
country of 150 million people 
to a halt. 

“We therefore extend our 
support to the people of 
Nigeria during the current 
period of uncertainty, caused 
by President Yar’Adua’s 


illness,” the letter reads. “We 
extend our best wishes to the 
president and his family, and 
join the Nigerian people in 
wishing him a full recovery. 
“Nigeria has expressed 
its resolve to adhere to 
constitutional processes 
during this difficult time. We 
commend that determination 
to address the current 
situation through appropriate 
democratic institutions. 

Nigeria ’ s continued 

commitment and adherence 
to its democratic norms and 
values are key to addressing 
the many challenges it faces.” 
British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband, French 
Foreign Minister Bernard 
Kouchner and European Union 
High Representative Catherine 
Ashton signed the letter with 
Clinton. The letter came as 
world leaders met Thursday 
in London for a conference 
on Afghanistan. Yar’Adua, 
who long has suffered from 


kidney ailments, traveled out 
of the country several times 
for what his advisers said were 
medical checkups before he 
left Nigeria for Saudi Arabia 
on Nov. 23. He was admitted 
to a hospital the next day. 
As questions mounted, his 
physician released a statement 
saying Yar’Adua had acute 
pericarditis, an inflammation 
of the sac surrounding the 
heart that can cause a fatal 
complication. Since Yar’Adua 
left Nigeria, a young Nigerian 
attempted to bring down a 
trans-Atlantic flight bound for 
Detroit, sparking new security 
regulations for travelers from 
his nation. A major kidnapping 
and a pipeline attack occurred 
in the oil-rich Niger Delta, 
despite an amnesty program 
for militants led by Yar’Adua. 
Religious violence between 
Christians and Muslims in 
central Nigeria also left more 
than 300 dead and thousands 
displaced. 


While Nigerian law allows 
for a smooth transition of 
power from Yar’Adua to Vice 
President Goodluck Jonathan, 
the 58-year-old president left 
without following any of those 
procedures. While the federal 
government says Jonathan 
has been acting in Yar’Adua’s 
place without the constitutional 
procedures, protesters have 
taken to the street warning the 
country will remain rudderless 
until something changes. 

On Thursday, a group of 
former government officials 
and leaders issued a statement 
urging Yar’Adua to formally 
appoint Jonathan to act as 
president. Among those 
signing the letter was former 
President Shehu Shagari, who 
served from 1979 until he was 
toppled by a coup in 1983. 
Also signing the letter was 
retired Gen. Yakubu Gowon, 
who ruled as a military dictator 
from 1966 to 1975 during the 
Biafran civil war.Q

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Iran hangs two for allegedly aiming to topple state

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran 
on Thursday executed two 
men accused of involvement 
in an armed anti-government 
group, as the public prosecutor 
announced that new death 
sentences have been issued 
against opposition activists 
involved in protests over 
June’s disputed presidential 
election. 

The announcements 

marked an escalation by 
the courts enforcing the 
clerical leadership’s heavy, 
monthslong crackdown aimed 
at crushing the opposition 
challenge. The prosecutor also 
said a new group of protesters 
and others would soon be 
brought to trial. 

The two men, who were 
hanged before dawn 
Thursday, had been arrested 
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before the election and did not 
appear to be connected to the 
postelection protests. 

But they were put before the 
same mass trial as opposition 
leaders and activists arrested 
amid the crackdown, and 
state media Thursday depicted 
the two as part of the protest 
movement, a sign of how 
the government has used the 
unrest as an opportunity to 
pursue other enemies. 

The media’s depiction of 
the executions may aim to 
intimidate the opposition ahead 
of new street demonstrations 
expected in February. 

In a further move likely aimed 
at cowing protesters, Tehran’s 
prosecutor announced that five 
people have been sentenced 
to death for involvement 
in the most recent major 
demonstration, on Dec. 27. 
That day saw the worst violence 
of the crackdown, with at least 
eight people killed in clashes 
between police and protesters 
and hundreds arrested. 

The new verdicts raise to nine 
the number of people sentenced 
to death for involvement in 
protests, said the prosecutor, 
Abbas Jafari Dowlatabadi. 

He also announced that another 
group of the postelection 
detainees would go on trial 
on Saturday. He said the trial 
will demonstrate the role of 
“leftists, Bahais and those 
who were directed by foreign 
hands” in the postelection 
turmoil. He did not say how 
many new defendants would 
go on trial. 

Iranian authorities regularly 
accuse the U.S., Britain and 
other foreign enemies of 
fueling the unrest in a bid to 
oust the country’s clerical 
leaders. They have also 
accused followers of the Bahai 
faith, which is illegal in Iran 
because it is seen as heretical. 
The two men who were 
executed, Mohammad 

Reza Ali Zamani and 
Arash Rahmanipour, were 
convicted by a Revolutionary 
Court of belonging to 
“counterrevolutionary and 
monarchist groups,” plotting 
to overthrow “the Islamic 
establishment” and planning 
assassinations and bombings, 
Dowlatabadi told state TV. 

He said the two confessed 
during the trial and that an 


appeals court upheld their 
death sentences. He made no 
mention of the postelection 
protests in connection to the 
case. 

White House deputy press 
secretary Bill Burton on 
Thursday said the executions 
represent a new low in Iran’s 
crackdown on peaceful 
dissent and will further isolate 
Tehran. 

British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband, for his part, 
condemned what he called 
the “TV show trials” that 
convicted the two. 

“The trials and now thes 
e subsequent executions 
undermine Iran’s claimed 
commitment to justice, human 
rights and democratic values,” 
he said. 

Rahmanipour’s lawyer, Nasrin 
Sotoudeh, told the Associated 
Press Thursday that the 20- 
year-old Rahmanipour was 
arrested in April on the charge 
of membership in an armed 
opposition group, the Royal 
Association of Iran. 

She said his trial and verdict 
were “unfair and illegal,” 
saying his lawyer was not 
allowed to participate in the 
court sessions and he was 
forced to confess. She said she 
and Rahmanipour’s relatives 
had not been notified of any 
appeal’s court ruling upholding 
the death sentences. 

Ann Harrison, an Iran expert at 
the Fondon-based rights group 
Amnesty International, said 
that Zamani was also arrested 
before the June election. 

Iran’s English language 
channel, Press TV, said that 
among the charges against the 
two was that they had a role in 
the 2008 bombing of a mosque 
in the southern city of Shiraz. 
Still, state TV portrayed the 
executions as part of the 
postelection crackdown. In 
a report aired on the channel 
and reported on its Web site, it 
said Rahmanipour and Zamani 
were sentenced to death 
along with the nine others 
“in the wake of the rioting 
and counterrevolutionary 
and antiestablishment acts 
of recent months.” Along 
with the charges laid out by 
the prosecutor, it said they 
were convicted on the charge 
of “moharebeh,” or defying

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — Police fired tear gas 
to chase off thousands of 
students demonstrating in the 
capital Thursday, a fifth day of 
protests against President Hugo 
Chavez for pressuring cable 
and satellite TV providers to 
drop an opposition channel. 
Some of the protesters threw 
rocks at police in riot gear 
when officers moved to break 
up the rally outside the offices 
of the state-run electricity 
company. 

While charging that the 
government is trying to curb 
criticism, the students also 
used their demonstration to 
call attention to electricity 
shortages plaguing much of 
Venezuela and other pressing 
domestic problems like 
double-digit inflation. 


University students have 
taken to the streets daily since 
Sunday, after government 
pressure led cable TV services 
to drop Radio Caracas 
Television International, 
which has long been a critic of 
Chavez’s socialist policies. 
“We are not going to allow 
continued shutdowns of media 
outlets that tell the truth, and 
we are not going to allow 
ineptitude and inefficiency to 
continue,” saidNizar El Sakih, 
a student leader. 

Critics of the government 
say Chavez is responsible for 
domestic problems ranging 
from double-digit inflation to 
violent crime to rolling power 
blackouts. 

The government says 
RCTV was removed for 
refusing to comply with a 
new rule requiring media 
outlets to televise mandatory 


programming, including 
Chavez’s speeches. 

Chavez accused students of 
trying to stir up violence as 
a means of destabilizing his 
government. 

“There are some attempting 
to set fire to the country,” 
Chavez said in a televised 
address Thursday. “What are 
they seeking? Death.” 

He said unidentified assailants 
armed with assault rifles shot 
at National Guard troops 
Wednesday in the city of 
Merida, where two soldiers 
suffered gunshot wounds. A 
military barracks in the city 
of Barquisimeto was also 
attacked, he said. 

Chavez vowed to crack down 
on street demonstrations that 
turn violent. “We cannot permit 
this,” he said. “The state and 
the government must impose 
authority.” Ten students were 


accused of fomenting public 
disorder Thursday in the 
eastern city of Barcelona — 
a day after they led protests 
that ended in clashes with 
police, Fortunato Herrera, 
a lawyer representing the 
students, told the local 
Globovision TV channel. 
Student leader Jonathan 
Zambrano told Globovision 
that 22 protesters were

BURBANK, California 
- Lined up in sweatclothes 
and leotards, hundreds of 
sinewy dancers wait with 
paper numbers pinned to 
their chests and a singular 
hope within. Under gray, 
rainy skies, in dance shoes 
and bare feet, they’ve come 
to an open audition at a place 
called Center Staging with 
one dream: dancing on the 
Academy Awards program. 
No. 149, April Thomas, 
brought her bundled-up 9- 


month-old son Kerrick along 
in his stroller. No. 37, Leah 
Adler, stretches and warms 
up after waiting outside in the 
rain. No. 26, the one-named 
Malaya, stands quietly in a 
crowd of her colleagues. 

At the front of a nondescript 
room sits Academy Awards 
producer and choreographer 
Adam Shankman, who got 
his first big Oscar break as a 
dancer on the show 20 years 
ago. Flanked by some of the 
industry’s top choreographers, 
Shankman presides over 
Friday’s audition. 


“I’ll put on some soft music 
so that we can talk about you 
behind your back,” he says to 
the group with a warm smile. 
He then separates the dancers 
by sex, lines them up and asks 
each to perform a pair of ballet 
moves — a double pirouette 
and an arabesque that take 
just seconds to complete. 
Instantly, more than half of 
the would-be performers are 
eliminated. 

Nos. 26, 37 and 149 make the 
first cut. 

“I just love to dance. And the 
Academy Awards, you can’t 
get better than that,” says 
Thomas, No. 149, snuggling 
her baby boy. 

“Honestly, I just want to work 
and be on a big stage,” says 
Adler, No. 37, who belonged 
to a dance company in New 
York before relocating to the 
West Coast. “Everyone wants 
to book that big gig with that 
big choreographer.” 
Shankmanis amongthebiggest 
in the business these days. The 
director and choreographer of 
the 2007 film “Hairspray” and 
regular judge on TV’s “So 
You Think You Can Dance” 
has collected more than three 
dozen choreography credits 
since 1992, and it was partly 
his dance prowess that got 
him the Oscar show producing 
gig- 

He invites those who made the 
first cut to return to the room, 


where two of his assistants 
begin teaching a brief dance 
routine filled with leaps, twists 
and spins. 

Shankman, lithe and fit in 
black track pants, black socks 
and a white warm-up jacket, 
steps out from behind the 
table to show the aspiring 
performers just what he’s 
looking for. 

“If your arms are here, I’ll 
freak out,” he says, his arms 
hanging limp near his chest. 
“And you don’t want that.” 
They run through the routine 
a few times, first with counts, 
then with music. 

“It’s playful and whimsical, 
and I’m seeing hard, angry 
jazz,” he coaches. “Feel the 
music. Let it lift you.” 
Shankman divides the dancers 
into groups of five. Each 
performs the routine twice. 
As Nos. 37, 26 and 149 wait 
their turn, they pantomime the 
moves to the music. 

No. 37 is called to perform. 
She leaps effortlessly, light 
as air, her black bodysuit taut 
against every muscle. 
“Numbers 37, 66 and 122, 
come up and get a green 
wristband,” says associate 
choreographer Jamal Sims. 
The green wristband means 
they’re still in the running and 
will have another opportunity 
to perform for Shankman and 
his team. 

No. 26, who has the lean, 
muscular body of an Olympic 
swimmer, is up. Her group 
performs, and Shankman 
says, “No. 26, could you smile 
please?” 

They perform again, and 
No. 26 is rewarded with a 
green wristband. It’s No. 
149’s turn. As a friend holds 
her little boy, she performs, 
her muscular legs seemingly 
weightless. She dances twice 
with the group, but afterward, 
her number is not called. 

For No. 149, the audition is 
over. She collects her things 
in the baby stroller and steps 
into the hallway, where she 
changes her son’s diaper on a 
metal folding chair. 

“Oh well,” the now-former 
No. 149 says with a sigh. But 
she could return for another 
dance audition the following 
day, when Shankman will be 
testing for a hip-hop routine. 
She says she might.Q

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Stocks drop as jobs, 
manufacturing data disappoint

NEW YORK - Stocks fell 
sharply Thursday as investors 
absorbed more evidence of a 
troubled economy. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average skidded 115 points 
following disappointing 
reports on employment 
and orders for big-ticket 
manufactured goods. A lower 
forecast from technology 
maker Qualcomm Inc. dragged 
the Nasdaq composite index 
lower. Drops in Motorola Inc. 
and Apple Inc. also hurt tech 
stocks. 

The market also fell in 
response to a report from 
Standard & Poor’s that said 
it no longer considers Britain 
among the “most stable and 
low-risk” banking systems. 
The report drove the dollar 
higher as investors sought 
safety. That sent some 
commodities prices lower, 
hurting materials stocks. 

The S&P report was yet 
another worry for investors 
who have been focused on 
politics, not the economy. 
Stocks have fallen five of the 
past eight days as concern 
builds that a fragile economic 
recovery could be derailed by 
missteps in Washington. The 
questions have some analysts 
saying that a 10-month 
surge of 62.2 percent in the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
isn’t warranted. 

President Barack Obama’s 
plan to overhaul banking 
regulations and restrict trading 
at large financial institutions 
spooked the market during 
the past week. The possibility 
Federal Reserve Board 
chairman Ben Bemanke 
wouldn’t be confirmed for a 
second term also had investors 
on edge, though those worries 
have subsided as the vote 
neared. 

“Our full-contact politics 


is really beginning to affect 
the markets as it’s migrating 
into subjects that investors 
care deeply about like who 
is our Fed chairman going to 
be,” said Fawrence Creatura, 
portfolio manager at Federated 
Clover Investment Advisors. 
“That wasn’t uncertain two 
weeks ago. Now it is.” 

The Senate scheduled a vote 
Thursday to determine whether 
Bernanke can win approval 
from at least 60 senators to 
defeat a filibuster aimed at 
preventing his reappointment. 
His term ends Sunday. Senate 
leaders from both parties said 
he would be reappointed. 
During his State of the Union 
address Wednesday evening, 
Obama avoided talking about 
the banking overhaul plan. 
Uncertainty over details of 
how that plan might be enacted 
are adding to investors’ 
uncertainty. 

Concerns about economy 
are also creeping back to 
the forefront. The Fed said 
Wednesday it would keep 
interest rates at historic lows 
and that the economy was 
showing signs ofimprovement. 
That helped stocks reverse a 
slide to end higher. 
TheenthusiasmfadedThursday 
after the Fabor Department 


said weekly jobless claims 
fell by less than expected 
last week and the Commerce 
Department reported durable 
goods orders didn’t rise as fast 
as anticipated last month. The 
reports provided reminders 
that the economic recovery is 
likely to be slow. 

In early afternoon trading, 
the Dow fell 116.31, or 1.1 
percent, to 10,119.85. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
fell 12.59, or 1.2 percent, to 
1,084.91, while the Nasdaq 
fell 45.38, or 2 percent, to 
2,176.03. 

Bond prices were mixed. The 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, rose 
to 3.67 percent from 3.66 
percent late Wednesday. 

The dollar rose against other 
major currencies, while gold 
fell. 

Crude oil fell 9 cents to $73.58 
per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

Tech shares slid after 
Qualcomm, which makes 
chips and other technologies 
used in cell phones, fell $6.39, 
or 13.5 percent, to $40.81 after 
it said it expects a “subdued” 
rebound in the economy and 
reduced its full-year sales 
forecast. □ 


Toyota pedal maker says 
making redesigned pedals 

WASHINGTON - The company that makes the gas pedal 
systems implicated in Toyota’s big recall says it is working with 
the automaker on a fix. 

CTS Corp. officials say they have ramped up production at 
three factories to manufacture redesigned pedals. The pedals 
are meant to solve problems with condensation that Toyota has 
said can cause them to react slowly when a driver presses on the 
gas. In rare cases, the gas pedals can get stuck. 

CTS says it is also working with the Japanese automaker to find 
a potentially quicker repair for vehicles already on the road. 
Toyota spokesman Brian Fyons says the automaker has not 
decided if the new pedals will go to dealers or factories. 

He says the company has also not decided whether it will repair 
the defective pedals or replace them. Toyota engineers are 
working on ways to fix the pedals, he said. 

Fyons says the company’s No. 1 priority is figuring out how to 
repair the largest number of vehicles in the shortest amount of 
time. 

Repairs to the pedals still have to go through the normal 
durability testing to make sure they work properly, Fyons said. 
He would not estimate how long it will take for Toyota to decide 
on repairing versus replacement, nor would he say how long it 
will be until cars and trucks are fixed. 

Toyota officials were meeting Thursday with the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration to discuss a potential 
fix for the recalled vehicles. 

Since the initial recall last October, the company has held 
discussions with the government over the accelerator problem, 
and NHTSA was expected to review a possible remedy for the 
latest recall. 

Earlier this week, Toyota halted sales of eight models due to 
problems with the gas pedal system. That followed a recall 
last week of 2.3 million trucks and cars, including Camrys and 
Corollas. □ 

Chrysler says it won’t sue 
over dealer arbitration

DETROIT - Chrysler Group EEC said Thursday it won’t sue 
to try to stop arbitration with hundreds of dealers it wants to 
close. 

Chrysler shut down 789 dealers in June amid lagging sales. 
General Motors Corp. also told 2,000 dealers it plans to revoke 
their franchise agreements by October. But Congress objected 
and passed a law in December allowing GM and Chrysler 
dealers to appeal those decisions. 

Chrysler said Thursday that 409 of its dealers have filed 
paperwork to appeal the closures. The American Arbitration 
Association, which is handling the appeals, said 1,573 dealers 
in all have filed to appeal, including dealers from GM. 

Chrysler had been considering a federal lawsuit to try to stop the 
process, but said Thursday it will go forward with arbitration. 
Sources familiar with Chrysler’s case say the arbitration process 
could cost the company hundreds of millions of dollars. There 
also is a question of whether Congress’s action went against 
the Treasury Department, which granted aid to Chrysler on 
condition that it pare its dealerships.□

If 
she feels comfortable, she could race the following week 
in NASCAR’s second-tier series. It would be a daunting 
NASCAR start considering more than a dozen Cup regulars, 
including team owner Dale Earnhardt Jr., drive in that one.

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — Even Serena Williams 
likes the story of Justine 
Henin’s comeback. 

It’s an “amazing” tale, 
Williams said. 

Only two tournaments into 
her return from a 20-month 
retirement, Henin has made it 
all the way to the Australian 
Open final. Her only obstacle 
to a happy ending on Saturday 
is Williams. 

“Justine hasn’t been gone 
that long, but it’s still a good 
story,” said Williams, who has 
a long and intense rivalry with 
Henin that has never included 
a Grand Slam final. 

The top-ranked Williams and 
the former No. 1 Henin have 
played 13 times, including 
six Grand Slam showdowns 
that went as far as only the 
semifinals. Serena holds a 7-6 
edge in their overall matchups. 
In Grand Slams, Henin leads 
4-2. 

The last time Williams played 
a Belgian at a Grand Slam, it 
didn’t go so well. Williams’ 
tirade over a line call in her 
U.S. Open semifinal against 
Kim Clijsters cost her a record 
$82,500 fine. Clijsters was 
also fresh from a comeback 
after two years off to get 
married and have a baby — 
and Clijsters went on to win 
the title. 


Henin is usually cautious about 
sounding too optimistic. But 
she was elated on Thursday 
after winning her semifinal 
against 2008 Wimbledon 
semifinalist Zheng Jie 6-1, 6- 
0. The match lasted 51 minutes 
and was the most lopsided 
semifinal at the Australian 
Open since Chris Evert beat 
Andrea Jaeger by the same 
score in 1982. 

“I’m aware that this is 


extraordinary,” the 27-year- 
old Henin said. “I never would 
have thought that when I got 
on the plane I would be here 
in the final of the Australian 
Open.” 

Williams had a considerably 
tougher time. She wasted four 
match points before finishing 
off a 7-6 (4), 7-6 (1) semifinal 
win with an ace against Li 
Na of China, a day after her 
sister Venus lost to her in the 
quarterfinals. 

Henin and Williams describe 
the other in similar terms 
— as a fighter with supreme 
physical abilities and the 
mental strength to rally for the 
victory. 

“She is a real champion,” 
Henin said of Williams. “A 
real fighter. Never gives up 
... I think we respect each 
other a lot for that. We’re both 
fighters. We want to win. And 
I think maybe we helped each 
other to get better.” 

Asked to list Henin’s strengths, 


Williams summed them up 
briefly: “I think, it’s a case of 
— what doesn’t she do well. 
“We bring out the best game in 
each other,” said the 28-year- 
old Williams. “I think that we 
both just play our hearts out. 
I think that’s what creates a 
good rivalry.” 

The return of Henin and 
Clijsters has restored some 
life and rivalries to the 
women’s game, which has 
many promising newcomers 
but suffered some lackluster 
finals in their absence. 

The final on Saturday offers 
another good story line of 
two champions battling to be 
the best of their generation. 
Williams leads with 11 Grand 
Slam trophies to Henin’s 
seven. 

Williams has won all four 
maj ors, proving her superiority 
on all surfaces — clay, hard 
court and grass. 

Williams also boasts more 
prize money from her wins, 
with $28.5 million since 


turning pro in 1995 compared 
to Henin’s $19.4 million. The 
Belgian turned pro in 1999. 
But Henin has spent more 
time at No. 1 — 117 weeks 
compared to Williams’ 89 
weeks — in a shorter time 
span. 

Another factor going into 
the final is what Henin calls 
her mental and physical 
“freshness,” coming back 
after 20 months off the WTA 
Tour. 

At the height of her career, 
Henin stunned the tennis world 
by announcing in May 2008 
that she had lost her passion 
for the sport. She became the 
first woman to walk away 
from the sport while ranked 
No. 1. 

She wanted to escape her 
“tennisbubble” and experience 
life. Along the way found that 
she missed tennis and had 
some unfinished business to 
tend to, namely Wimbledon, 
the only Grand Slam she 
hasn’t won. 

In Melbourne, Henin is 
riding a wave of newfound 
self-confidence that has 
grown with each match. She 
unveiled a stronger serve and 
new aggressiveness at the net 
that have combined with her 
explosive speed and sublime 
one-handed backhand. 

She has spoken about her 
return as if it were destined to 
happen. 

“I feel like it’s my place to 
be here,” Henin said after her 
first-round win and repeatedly 
afterward. 

The prospect of facing 
Williams stirs Henin’s 
competitive spirit. 

“I can’t wait for the final,” 
Henin said. “It’s more than a 
dream. I wouldn’t want it to 
be anyone else on Saturday 
because the challenge of 
facing the No. 1 player in the 
world is magnificent. 

“I like it when things are 
difficult. And I know they will 
be.’Q

Island Councils would take 
place outside the Antillean 
Parliament anyway. Van 
Beek said he was considering 
renting the conference room 
at Avila Beach Hotel for this 
purpose. 

Van Beek told the Committee 
that the planned visit of NAAZ 
to Curasao hadn’t been well 
received. Besides the fact 
that the Antillean Parliament 
didn’t want to meet in Curasao 
in February, and the condition 
that Brinkman had to publicly 
apologise, Atacho stated in 
his letter that the Antillean 
Parliament didn’t want to 
discuss the recent report of the 
Democratic Deficit Committee 
at this point. According to 


Atacho, the report should be 
discussed at a later stage, when 
the Parliaments of Countries 
Curasao and St. Maarten have 
been established. 

MP Ronald van Raak of the 
Socialist Party (SP) was 
obviously highly irritated by 
the discussion about the trip 
to the Netherlands Antilles 
and Atacho’s letter. “I feel 
like I’m in kindergarten. I’ve 
had enough of this back and 
forth,” he said, and left the 
meeting prematurely. 

No date has been set yet for 
the meetings in Curasao and 
St. Maarten. Van Beek said 
he would be contacting the 
Island Councils to establish a 
date. □ 


THE HAGUE-The Dutch 
Parliament’s Second Chamber 
has decided to bypass the 
Antillean Parliament and 
engage in direct talks with 
the Island Councils. It made 
clear on Wednesday that it 
didn’t accept the conditions 
of Antillean Parliament 
Chairman Pedro Atacho for 
a meeting in Curasao in late 
February. 

“I am disappointed,” said the 
Second Chamber’s Permanent 
Committee for Antillean 
and Aruban Affairs NAAZ 
Chairman Willibrord van 
Beek about Atacho’s letter, 
which he had received on 
Tuesday. 

According to Van Beek, 
Atacho had stated in his letter 
that the Antillean Parliament 
didn’t want to have a meeting 
with NAAZ in February, but 
preferred to have informal talks 
prior to the formal handling 
of the first set of Kingdom 
Consensus laws in late March 
or early April. This, however, 
won’t happen, said Van Beek. 
And so the Antillean and 


the Second Chamber also 
wanted to meet with the Island 
Councils of Curasao, Bonaire, 
St. Maarten, Saba and St. 
Eustatius during its visit to 
the Netherlands Antilles to 
discuss the constitutional 
future of the islands. 

Van Beek’s original plan 
had included organising 
meetings with Bonaire and 
Curasao in the latter island, 
and travelling to St. Maarten 
to have a meeting there with 
the Island Council. The Island 
Councils of Saba and St. 
Eustatius were to be invited 
to come to St. Maarten. Van 
Beek said it would be too 
costly for all Island Councils 
to travel to the Netherlands. 
Curasao had already indicated 
that it wanted to come to The 
Hague. 

Initially, Van Beekhadplanned 
to also meet with the Antillean 
Parliament in Curasao, but 
NAAZ decided to drop that 
plan after Atacho’s letter. 
The Committee members 
agreed that the meetings with 
the Island Councils should 


proceed. “We have said that 
we also wanted to talk to the 
Island Councils, and I think 
it would be a bit short-range 
to say that we are not going 
anymore based on the reply 
by the Antillean Parliament,” 
said MP Bas Jan van Bochove 
of the governing Christian 
Democratic Party CDA. “We 
will not allow the Antillean 
Parliament to dictate to us,” 
said MP Brinkman. 
Brinkman’s apologies to the 
Antillean people are not a 
condition that has to be met in 
order for the Dutch delegation 
to travel to Curasao, because 
NAAZ’s meetings with 
the Curasao and Bonaire 


Dutch Parliaments will only 
meet in a formal setting during 
the handling of the Kingdom 
Consensus Laws. 

Atacho furthermore stated that 
Member of Dutch Parliament 
(MP) Hero Brinkman of 
the Party for Freedom PVV 
would not be welcome at 
the Antillean Parliament as 
long as he hadn’t offered 
his apologies to the people 
of the Netherlands Antilles 
for calling their politicians 
“corrupt” and a “bunch of 
crooks” during his last visit 
to Aruba. Brinkman had also 
insulted Aruban politicians at 
that time. 

Van Beek stated in a meeting 
of the NAAZ committee 
Wednesday that Atacho 
hadn’t taken into account that

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Main Voting Bureau rechecks numbers 


PHILIPSBURG-St. Maarten’s Main Voting Bureau 
hit a snag Wednesday morning when it was discovered 
that numbers from some of the polling stations had 
been entered into the wrong columns/lines by the 
station heads in their reports. 

This led to a re-check of the report numbers submitted 
by the chairpersons of the 16 polling stations to 
ensure all numbers were in order. 

Main Voting Bureau Chairman Lt. Governor Franklyn 
Richards told the press that numbers had been logged 
on the “wrong line,” making it necessary to reopen 


the “suitcase” with original documentation from 
Friday’s Parliamentary election. However, he did not 
elaborate on what exactly had gone wrong with the 
entries. 

However, that process will not affect final count 
of votes and the overall election results. The Main 
Voting Bureau, by law, has to double-check the 
documentation from the polling stations within days 
of the elections, to make the election results official. 
Verification of the elections results should be released 


on Thursday or Friday. 

Friday’s election saw William Marlin’s National 
Alliance (NA) win all three of St. Maarten’s 
parliamentary seats, leaving main rival Democratic 
Party (DP) out of the last Parliament of the 
Netherlands Antilles. 

There was no protest against the results by any of the 
three parties that contested the elections. The third 
party was Gracita Arrindell’s People’s Progressive 
Alliance (PPA). Q 


Classical Indian dance and jazz for India Hepublic nay 

~IMA makes donations to community ~ 


BELAIR—The sound of 
Ghungroos (Indian feet bells) 
filled Belair Community 
Centre as a Kathak dancer 
performed this classic dance to 
open the India Republic Day 
celebrations on St. Maarten, 
Wednesday evening. 

St. Maarten’s sizable Indian 
community, under the auspices 
of the Indian Merchants 
Association (IMA), has been 
marking this important day in 
the sub-continent’s history for 
the past 30 years.

Susha Hein’s St. Maarten 
Dance Theatre provided a 
stark contrast to the Indian 
culture with dancers dressed in 
skin-tight clothing and fishnet 
stockings who danced to “They 
called it Jazz” and “Life is just 
a bowl of cherries.” 

Soaking up this combination 
were Indian families and a 
cross section of the non-Indian 
community including Lt. 
Governor Franklyn Richards, 
Commissioners Frans 

Richardson and Hyacinth 
Richardson and Island 
Councilwoman Sarah Wescot- 
Williams. 

Donations 

IMA President Dayal Alwani 
thanked the St. Maarten 
community for allowing India 


nationals from all over the 
world to make this island their 
home in the past 30 years. 

He presented three donations 
on behalf of the Indian 
community to various causes 
beginning with US $1,000 to 
the purchase of a wheelchair 
for Frits Pantophlet, which was 
collected by Commissioner 
Hyacinth Richardson. 

A second donation was 
US $2,000 to Philipsburg 
Community and Culture 
Centre, which was received 
by Commissioner Frans 
Richardson. 

A third donation of US $1,000 
was earmarked for community 
activist Leopold James, who is 
now tasked with the selection of 
a youngster in the community 
to learn classical Indian dance. 
This donation was received by 
Wescot-Williams. 

IMA has committed to 
training two youngsters yearly 
in classical Indian dance as a 
way to bridge St. Maarten and 
India culture. 

Role in community 

Lt. Governor Richards 
congratulated the Indian 
community on their parent 
country’s milestone.

“Sometimes, social change 
seems to be difficult, since 
practices are so deeply 
rooted,” Richards said, 
explaining that basic human 
rights such as providing equal 
rights regardless of status, 
rank, creed, colour and sex, 
are already laid down in the 
law. 


“As a consequence, there 
should be no reason for 
social practices that create 
discrimination and tensions 
in the community. But each 
nation has a responsibility to 
live up to its responsibilities, 
so that it can truly be proud 
of calling itself a nation,” he 
said. 

“As we look forward to 
heralding in a new chapter 
in St. Maarten’s history, we 
should all be concerned and 
interested in activities that 
secure justice, liberty, equality 
and integration, assuring the 
dignity of the individual,” 
Richards added. 

The Indian community has 
grown from a handful of 
businesses in the 1970s and 
1980s and with it, a significant 
growth of people of Indian 
descent and a younger 
generation that was born here. 
This growth in the Indian 
businesses brought 

opportunities for local 
property owners to lease/rent 
out their properties but this 
brought lingering complaints 
of “insufficient local presence 
in such businesses,” the Lt. 
Governor said. 

Notwithstanding this, he 
commended the Indian 
community here for its role 
in the overall development of 
St. Maarten’s economy. “Your 
personal achievements are a 
testament to the premise that 
provided with opportunity 
- coupled with hard work and 
dedication, one can achieve 
much.” 

Be part of community 

Tourism Commissioner Frans 
Richardson said that as St. 
Maarten embarks on country 
status, it has a lot to learn for 


India which has developed 
into an economic powerhouse 
in the past 60 years. 
“Hopefully we will be able to 
stand here and celebrate St. 
Maarten Independence,” he 
said. 

Commenting on the 
youngsters who performed 
the Indian dances, Richardson 
said, “Those kids were born 
here. They are St. Maarten 
children. So we all need to 
come together and realize 


country status.” 

He challenged the Indian 
community to contribute more 
to the island’s development 
not just as businesspeople 
but by playing an active role 
en route to achieving country 
status. 

“Let’s focus on this, so next 
year we can gather here to 
celebrate the first anniversary 
of country St. Maarten and 
India Republic Day,” the 
commissioner said. □ 


Govt, US0NA sign for 
24 apartments 

PHILIPSBURG—Commissioner in charge of public housing 
William Marlin signed a financial agreement with USONA 
yesterday for the construction of 24 three-bedroom apartments 
in Hope Estate in close proximity to the 72 apartments currently 
under construction. 

The two blocks of three-bedroom units carry a price tag of NAf. 
4.4 million, with NAf. 3.5 million from Dutch development funds 
and an additional NAf. 900,000 from the Island Government. 
The units will be constructed on land purchased in 1998 while 
Marlin was Commissioner in the SPA-led Executive Council. 
“These apartments will be for low-income larger families, so 
not for a single person or a couple with one or two children, but 
larger families. We often see single parents with three children 
earning minimum wage or less and crammed in a small space, 
never being able to afford something bigger. These will be 
primarily for that social group,” Marlin explained. 

The rent for these apartments will not exceed US $300, Marlin 
said, and could be even lower. However, this will be determined 
by St. Maarten Housing Development Foundation. 

“We know lines are long and we know we can’t please everyone 
at the same time, but at least if a start is made and work continues 
on these projects, within the next couple of years there will 
be much relief in the housing market in St. Maarten, creating 
adequate and affordable homes for families who need them 
most,” Marlin said. 

This latest housing project is part of Marlin’s vision to realise 
some 500 affordable homes over the next few years. He is also 
finalising a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) for the 
purchase of additional property at Hope Estate to facilitate the 
construction of two- and three-bedroom stand-alone homes that 
will be for purchase. □

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Brown’s Win Rattles ‘No Drama Obama’

Since the “Scott heard 'round the world” last Tuesday, the great 
American parlor game has been postulating the response of 
President Obama and of Democrats generally to that stunning 
defeat. The jury may still be out on Democrats generally, but a 
recent utterance from the proverbial horse’s mouth leaves little 
question how Obama and his administration intend to proceed. 
“I’d rather be a really good one-term president than a mediocre 
two-term president,” Obama told Diane Sawyer of ABC News. 
This is one of those statements by a politician that yields many 
insights to those willing to consider it carefully. It reveals not 
only much about the President’s view of himself, his office, and 
the public, but also about the construction of his support system 
and the type of advice he is likely to receive going forward. 
First, the obvious: implicit in the very idea of “a really good 
one-term president” is an attitude of contempt toward the 
electorate. Certainly, a “very good president” should expect to 
be re-elected - unless the voters are unable to properly assess 
his performance. One might construct a complicated model 
in which such inability to see the president’s very-goodness 
could be attributed to something other than voter ignorance or 
stupidity. 

But the most straightforward explanation is that the voters 
are rubes. Obama’s intellect and goodness are so far above 
them that they are not really qualified to pass judgment on his 
performance. Such a dismissive attitude is likely to conflict 
with the Administration’s concurrent lurch toward populism, 
evidenced by its demonization of bankers. 

This kind of self-regard is not exactly a new revelation. It is 
what lies beneath his characterization of Western Pennsylvanian 
voters as bitter clingers, and what his critics were getting at with 
observations of the Messianic packaging of his campaign. If it 
has become more distinct recently, it is because not even Obama 
can keep a straight face while applying the bitter clinger model 
to the voters of Massachusetts. No map, whether physical or 
ideological, can relocate Hyannis Port as “flyover country.” 
There is a play by Bertolt Brecht in which a totalitarian muses 
that what is needed is to “dissolve the electorate and get a new 
one.” For some time, the narrative of Obama as the converter of 
America to European-style social democracy has been building. 
To let pass from his lips such a suggestion was, to say the least, 
politically unwise. But apart from this slap in the face to an 
electorate that already seems to be itching for a fight, President 
Obama’s declaration suggests several parallel models of the 
inner workings of his team. Proceeding from the assumption 
that the quote is likely to redound to Obama’s detriment by 
reinforcing the idea that he is full of condescension; those 
models are, in ascending order of alarm. □ 


Reactions To The State Of The Union From 
People Being Squeezed Out Of The Middle Class

President Obama spoke in his State of the 
Union address about how health insurance 
reform could help middle class families. 

“I took on health care because of the stories 
I’ve heard from Americans with preexisting 
conditions whose lives depend on getting 
coverage;patientswho’vebeendeniedcoverage; 
families — even those with insurance — who are 
just one illness away from financial ruin,” he 
said. The Huffington Post asked three people 
who are being squeezed out of the middle class 
for their reaction to Obama’s speech. Heather 
and Greg Mroz of Fort Lauderdale, Fla., told 
HuffPost they are in the process of filing for 
bankruptcy after losing their insurance earlier 
this year because, Mroz said, they failed to 
notify the insurance company that they had 
twins instead of just one baby. 

“It all came crashing down on us when I took 
our babies to their third doctor’s appointment,” 
said Heather Mroz, 24. “I handed them our 
insurance card and they said it was canceled.” 
After they lost their insurance, they accumulated 
$480,000 in debt before they stopped counting. 
They’ve since moved in with her parents. 
“Before all this mess, we were middle class,” 
said Mroz. “Now, we’re homeless.” 

Mroz said she loved the way Obama seemed to 
take a hard line with Congress. “What he said 
was great,” said Mroz. “I hope he has finally 
grown a backbone.” 

On Monday, the administration previewed 
initiatives to help the middle class, including 
a more generous child-care tax credit, a cap 
on student loan payments, and help for people 
caring for their parents. 

Kristen Huff, a 35-year-old lawyer in Austin, 
Texas feels sandwiched by the pressures of 
raising two kids and taking care of her 56-year- 
old father, who she said recently suffered a 
catastrophic stroke in the brain stem. She told 
HuffPost that even though he has what she calls 
a “Cadillac” health insurance plan, the cost of 
taking care of him is extremely burdensome. 
She said her family is current on the bills but 


racking up credit card debt. 

“I would say that we don’t feel middle class,” 
said Huff. She said she doesn’t know how she 
will afford college for her children or her own 
retirement. 

She said that Obama did an excellent job in his 
speech of aligning himself with regular people 
and showing leadership. 

“It’s not about the policy. I think it’s about 
morale,” she said. “It’s about trying to get the 
tone of Washington, the tone of Congress, more 
in line with the tone of everybody’s lives.” 
Mary Duffy of Redwood City, Calif, volunteered 
for the Obama campaign because she wanted 
health care reform. The two-time breast cancer 
survivor knows what it’s like to be denied 
insurance because of a preexisting condition. 
Her desire to see the health insurance industry 
reformed became particularly acute when she 
lost her job in June of 2008. She continued her 
employer’s coverage through COBRA, but 
spent all of 2009 applying for jobs knowing 
that her COBRA coverage would end in 
December. 

The health care bill passed by the House, 
had it become law, would have saved Duffy 
by providing an automatic extension of her 
COBRA benefits — which were subsidized 
at a rate of 65 percent by the stimulus bill — 
until she becomes eligible for a low-cost plan 
through an insurance “exchange” in 2013. And 
both the Senate and the House versions created 
a high-risk plan for people unable to get private 
insurance that would have gone into effect 
immediately starting on Jan. 1, 2010 (though 
the Senate version would have been slightly 
less accessible than the House version). 

Duffy, 60, said she gave up on Obama weeks 
ago. She told HuffPost she watched the State 
of the Union while trying to order medicine 
online from a Canadian pharmacy for the first 
time since she lost her COBRA coverage. She 
was not impressed by the speech. 

“Overall, it was a nice speech,” she said. “Could 
have been given by anybody. George W Bush 
could have given that speech.” Q
